JEALOUS "WIFE 
KILLS HERSELF 


A Dramatic Scene Enacted at the 


Home of Jewell Blackmer 


Southeast of Deerwood 


FIRES BULLET INTO HER TEMPLE 


Mrs, Blackmer Was Madly Jealous 


of Her Husband and Decided 


to End Her Life,

Madly jealous until every fibre in her 
system fairly quivered and the constant 
brooding over a false delusion that her 
life partner did not love her, Mrs. Eva 
Blaekmer on Saturday night fired a bul 
let into her right temple and died a f**w 
minutes later in the arms of her heart 
broken husband. 
This in brief is the story of one of the 
most pnthetie homicides that has been 
chronicled in this county in many years. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jewell Blackmer live 
four miles southeast of Deerwood in this 
county where they have by constant at 
tention to the details of a small farm, 
managed to acquire enough of this 
world s goods to be comfortable. 
Dur­ 
ing the slack seasons it hail been Mr. 
Black me r’s custom to go to North Da* 
kota with his team and work. 
In this 
way hi* was absent from home consider* 
able of the time and his wife «oon be­ 
came jealous and labored under a false 
delusion that he was not exactly true to 
her. The neighbors who have known 
Mr. Blackmer state that there was no 
ground for this thought at all, but they 
always thought him to be one of the 
most attentive men to his home and 
wife in that vicinity, 
A short time ago while Mr. Blaekmer 
was working in North Dakota Mrs 
Blackmer sent for him to come home at 
once. 
It was learned on his return that 
his w ife had been brooding over the 
thought and 
was growing insanely 
jealous. They talked the matter over 
and Mrs. Blackmer seemed content just 
so she had her husband at her side. 
On Suturday evening they sat in their 
little home and as three of the small 
children hail gone to bed and the eldest 
boy, Jew ell, had gone to a spelling school 
near by there was another opportunity 
for the couple to discuss their domestic 
trouble. 
Mrs. Blackmer accused him of 
being cold but he talked to her m a 
m anner that lie thought would hav 
the desired effect. 
He wanted her to 
understand that his love for her had 
not grown cold. 
They talked in a quiet 
manner for some time. There was no 
quarrel and not a harsh word was spok­ 


en. Finally he bade his wife good night 
and retired. This was about 9 o’clock. 
Mrs. Blackmer sat at the table writ­ 
ing and it was there in the still of the 
night while her babies and husband 
were asleep she penned the missive giv­ 
en al>ove. She wrote in a plain and in­ 
telligent hand and from the composition 
it is evident that she was in control of 
her full senses, 
At the moment she 
was writing this parting message her 
heart was evidently burning with love 
for her husband, for she was very care­ 
ful and minute in writing the note 
to make st clear that she had committed 
suicide so that no blame could be at 
tachcd to the one whom she loved so 
much. 
She had a piece of ordinary note paper 
and at first wrote with pen and ink at 
the very top of the sheet; 
“Jewell 
Be happy if you can. 
Eva." 
Then as though a second thought had 
struck her and wishing to clear her hus 
band of any crime she started to write 
again as follows. 
“Nov. 19,1904. 
“I should preft-r to not have any 
religious ceremony over my remains, 
Thore need be no coroner s inquest. 
I 
now say I shall end my life by a bullet 
in the right temple fired from a .'12 cali­ 
bre revolver.** 
Eva Blac kmer»** 
Then it is presumed that she got up to 
find the revolver and after finding it 
went back to the table and this time 
with a lead pencil added these 
words to the note: 
“I guess Jewell thought In* hid all the 
shells but I had these saved a month 
ago. It is almost 9:30 p. m." 
She then laid the note on the table 
and walked out to tho side of the house 
and followed tho evident intent of the 
note to the letter. She shot herself in 
the right temple. The husband, who 
was in bed, heard the report of the gun, 
but thought is was a door slamming anti 
ditl not pay much attention to it for the 
time being. 
F inally a small dog on the 
outside began to bark rather loudly and 
Mr. Blackmer got up and went out and 
was horrified to find his wife lying in a 
pool of blood. 
He hastened to one of 
th e nearest neighbors, Mr. Peterson's 
and they hurried back to the Blackmer 
home. The woman was carried into 
the house* Life was not yet extinct 
and Mr. Peterson hastened to Deerwood 
anti Dr. Reid was taken out at once. 
Just as the doctor arrived at the house 
the woman breathed her last. She ditl 
not regain consciousness after the ¡-hot 
was fired anti died with her lips scaled. 
The Bladimors are very well thought 
of at Deerwood and the affair ha> creat­ 
ed u gloom over the entire neighbor­ 
hood. 
Mrs. Blackmer comes from a 
good family in Filmore county where 
she was born.

JEALOUS "WIFE 
KILLS HERSELF 


A Dramatic Scene Enacted at the 


Home of Jewell Blackmer 


Southeast of Deerwood 


HIRES BILLET INTO HER TEMPLE 


Mrs. Blackmer Was Madly Jealous 


of Her Husband and Decided 


to End Her Life.

Madly jealous until every fibre in her 
system fairly quivered and the constant 
brooding over a false delusion that her 
life partner did not love her, Mrs. Eva 
Blackmer on Saturday night fired a bul 
let into her right temple and died a few 
minutes later in the arms of her heart 
broken husband. 
This in brief is the story of one of the 
most pathetic homicides that has been 
chronicled in this county in many years. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jewell Blackmer live 
four miles southeast of Deerwood in this 
county where they have by constant at­ 
tention to the details of a small farm, 
managed to acquire enough of this 
world's goods to be comfortable. 
Dur­ 
ing the slack seasons it had been Mr. 
Blackmer’s custom to go to North Da­ 
kota with his team and work. 
In this 
way he was absent from home consider­ 
able1 of the time' and his wife soon be­ 
came jealous and labored under a false 
delusion that he was not exactly true to 
her. The neighbors who have known 
Mr. Blackmer state that there was no 
ground for this thought at all. but they 
always thought him to be one of the 
most attentive men to his home and 
wife in that vicinity. 
A short time ago while Mr. Blackmer 
was working in North Dakota Mrs. 
Blackmer sent for him to come home at 
once. It was learned on his return that 
his wife had been brooding over the 
thought and was growing insanely 
jealous. They talked the matter over 
and Mrs. Blackmer seemed content just 
so she hail her husband at her side. 
On Saturday evening they sat in their 
little homo and as three of the small 
children hail gone to bed and the oldest 
boy, Jewell, had gone to a spelling school 
near by there was another opportunity 
for the couple to discuss their domestic 
trouble. Mrs. Blackmer accused him of 
being cold but he talked to her in a 
manner that he thought would have 
the desired effect, lie wanted her to 
understand that his love for her had 
not grown cold. They talked in a quiet 
manner for some time. There was no 
quarrel and not a harsh word was spok­ 


en. Finally he bade his wife good night 
and retired. This was about 9 o’clock. 
Mrs. Blackmer sat at the table writ­ 
ing and it was there in the still of the 
night while her babies and husband 
were asleep she penned the missive giv­ 
en above. She wrote in a plain and in­ 
telligent hand and from the composition 
it is evident that she was in control of 
her full senses. At the moment she 
was writing this parting message her 
heart was evidently burning with love 
for her husband, for she was very care­ 
ful and minute in writing the note 
to make it clear that she had committed 
suicide so that no blame could be at 
taehed to the one whom she loved so 
much. 
She had a piece of ordinary note paper 
and at first wrote with pen and ink at 
the very top of the sheet: 
“Jewell Be happy if you can. 
Eva.” 
Then as though a second thought had 
struck her and wishing to clear her hus­ 
band of any crime she started to write 
again as follows. 
“Nov. 19,1904. 
“I should prefer to not have any 
religious ceremony over my remains. 
There need be no coroner s inquest. I 
now say I shall end my life by a bullet 
in the right temple fired from a 32 cali­ 
bre revolver.” 
E va B l a c k m e r.” 
Then it is presumed that she got up to 
find the revolver and after finding it 
went back to the table and this time 
with a lead pencil added these 
words to the note:

The husband, who 
was in bed, heard the report of the gun, 
but thought is was a door slamming and 
did not pay much attention to it for the 
time being. Finally a small dog on the 
outside began to bark rather loudly and 
Mr. Blackmer got up and went out and 
was horrified to find his wife lying in a 
pool of blood. He hastened to one of 
the nearest neighbors, Mr. Peterson's 
and they hurried back to the Blackmer 
home. The woman was carried into 
the house. Life was not yet extinct 
and Mr. Peterson hastened to Deerwood 
and Dr. Reid was taken out at once. 
Just as the doctor arrived at the house 
tho woman breathed her last. She did 
not regain consciousness after the shot 
was fired and died with her lips sealed. 
The Blackmers are very well thought 
of at Deerwood and the affair has creat­ 
ed a gloom over the entire neighbor­ 
hood. Mrs. Blackmer comes from a 
good family in Filmoro county where 
she was born.
